A b,ujy formerly 
located Just off the southern end of the pier has been removed. The source stated 
that hie vessel loaded to 29 feet 6 inches at low water alongside this pier. 

Purnnie Wharf : The Pungue (Pungwe) Wharf has five berths for ocean-going vessels and 
is the only deep water wharf for general cargo. Depth alongside is 30 feet at low 
water springe. The wharf is equipped with fifteen 3-ion electric cranes and nine 
6-ton electric cranes. There are also transit sheds on the wharf. 

Chivove Wharf: The Chiveve wharf is only used by lighters and s mal l craft. It Is 
equipped with one 15 -ton crane , one 5 -ton crane, and eight 3 -ton cranoe, all steam. 

Nev Ore Dumps: Two ore dumps are nearing cample cion immediately behind the now oro 
pier. — These dumps are approximately 1500 feet long and 400 feet vide and are situated 
one on each side of the conveyor belt, at the shore end of the pier approach. Concrete 
floors have been completed; shovels and hoppers are to be installed at a later date. 

Railroad Facilities : A railroad spur ia located adjacent to the dumps and v ill 
supply the dumps when they become fully operational. At the present time (May 1953) 
railroad care are shunted in and out and the ore is shoveled manually onto the conveyor 
bolt* Ti*o source was told by local atovodorcfl that the railroad authorities had stated 
they would be able to furnish the conveyor with only enough ore per month for it to 
oporate steadily for five days and nights ( ass u mi n g it was to operate continuously). 
This limitation is reportedly due to the inadequacies of the rail system and the* 
shortage of rolling stock. 

Labor: Dock labor at BeJra will work around the clock. For yosooIb loading oro, 
ErSScfaet and supper hours may be changed so as to work in with the shunting of 
railroad cars which bring in the ore from the mines. The dock labor and crone operators 
are oupplied by the port and clothed, fed and housed by the port, with the exception 
of the Portuguese who clothe and feed themselves. The labor working on board vessels is 
by the stevedoring companies » AH of the foremen are Portuguese and the 
ordinary laborers axe native. Some of the natives are housed in compounds, while their 
families live out in the country. This creates a problem around the various holidays 
when most of the natives leave to Join their families and a shortage of labor may 
develop. 

Repair Facilities : Repair facilities are very limited. Welding and email repair Jobo 
are about the largest projects which can be h a n dled satisfactorily by local shops. 

Lighters: There axe approximately 50 lighters at BeXra, most of which appear to 
be in a fairly good Gtate of repair. These lighters ore used qaite extensively. 

Water & Stores : No drinking water can be supplied. Stores ore of low quasi ty 
and. are not recommended. 


Town of Belra: The source has visited Belra regularly during the pa*n eighty yeax3 ^ 
and believes that the area is making a slow but steady progress in ito overall develop 
ment. A. street lighting system is being installed, many miles of streets are being 
paved, a new hotel is under construction, and a water supply system is scheduled lor 
completion within a year's time. 


Port Expansion Plans : Port expansion plans call for the construction o e ** 

six and seven between the Pungue Wharf and the new ore pier. The matter pier la no 
designated berth number eight. This project would require reclamation of large areab 
of marsh land and is considered to be a very long range plan. The source further 
advised that in a conversation with the Governor General of Mozambique, the Governor 
had expressed sentiments against the installation of the conveyor belt and other 
improvements at Belra because he felt that the Province could not altord the expense 
of blasting a channel through the corral reefs off Belra, and thus Beira probably never 
would be able to obtain the status of a major port.

economic order, which w .11 without a doubt become 
more exacting nil the time. 

Indeed, with the volume of this traffic estimated 
to reach about d.OOO.OOO ton, m lutio, it would be 
difficult to prepare the port of Delia to cope with 
this displacement, without extensive mod in cation,, in 
the layout for the railway line to Salisbury and 
without duplicating the line. 

The work that would of necessity have to be 
carried out hi the port and milway for this purpose, 
would reach astronomical figures and would introduce, 
besides the enormous charges to b*» born by the 
tmfflc, great dl.-aid vantages from the point of view 
of economic and military strategy.
